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S eaker.—Clement C. Clay, one of the members from the county of Mad- 
son, being in nomination: Clement C. Clay having'received all the votes 
given, was declared duly elected, conducted to the chair, and made his 
acknowledgements to the House for the honor conferred, was qualified 
and entered upon the discharge of his duties. 

The House then proceeded to the election of a Principal Clerk ; wheres 
upon Thos. B. Tunstall was duly elected, was qualified, and entered upon 
the discharge of the duties of his office. 

The House then proceeded to the election of an Assistant Clerk ; 
whereunon Aaron Ready was duly elected, was qualified, and entered 
upon the discharge of his duties. 

The House then proceeded to the election of a Doorkeeper; where- 
upon John Tatom was duly elected, was qualified, and entered upon the 
discharge of the duties of his office. 

The House then proceeded to the election of an Engrossing Clerk ; 
whereupon William B. McClellan was duly elected, was qualified, and 
entered upon the discharge of the duties of his office. 

And then the House adjourncd till to-morrow morning, 10 o’clock. 

Tuesday, November 18th, 1828. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment. ' 

A message was received from the Senate by Mr. Lyon, their secretary: 

Mr. Speaker—I am directed to inform this Honse that a quorum of the Senate 
have assembled, have elected the Hon. Nicholas Davis, of Limestone, their Presi- 
dents Francis S Lyon, Secretary : George W Crabb, Assistant Secretary; James 
A. Bates, Doorkeeper, and are ready to proceed to business. , 

On motion of Mr Parsons, Resolved, That the Senate be informed that 
a quorum of the House of Representatives have assembled, have elected 
the Hon. Clement C. Clay their Speaker; Thomas B. Tunstall, Principal 
Clerk; Aaron Ready, Assistant Clerk; William B. McClellan, Engross- 
ing Clerk; John Tatum, Doorkeeper, and are now ready to proceed to 
business. 

Allen Robison, a member from the county of Wilcox, appeared, was 
qualified, and took his seat. 

On motion of Mr Perkins, Ordered, That Messrs Grantland and Moody 
havea seat within the bar of this ilouse, for the purpose of taking the 
minutes of its proceedings. 

Mr Durrett offered the following resolution: Resolved, That the fol- 
lowing standing committees be appointed, to wit: 

A Commitiee on Privileces and Elections; a Committee on Propositions 
and Grievances; a Committee on Lnrolled Bills; a Committee on Inland 
Navigation; a Committee on Roads, Bridges and Ferries; a Committee on 
Wijs and Means; a Committee on the Allitary s a Committee on the Jua 
diciary; a Committee on County Boundaries; a Committee on Schools, 
Colleges and Universities, and School and University Lands; a Committee 
on Accounts; a Committee on Divorce and Alimony; a Committee on the 
State Bank; a Committee cn Lands appropriated for the Improvement of 
Navigation. 

Mr Terry moved to amend the resolution, by adding the words, “ A 
Committee on the Public Printing,’ which was garried. The resolution 
as amended was then adopted. _ - 

On motion of Mr Coopwood, Resolved, That acommittee of two mem- 
‘Gers be appointed on the part of this House, to act with such committee 
_as may be appointed on the rart-of the Senate. to wait on his excellency 
- the Governor and inform him that:the two Heuses are now organized, 
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and ready to receive. any communication he may please to make; wheres 
upon Messrs Caopwoòod and Banks were appointed said committee. 


On motion of Mr Barton, ‘Resolved, That the commissioners of the: 


public buildings be authorized to contract for and furnish this House, as 
soon as practicable, with ten additional tables and chairs for the use of 
this House. 

Qn motion of Mr Parsons, ‘Resolved, ‘That the Rules of Order in force 

at the last session be adopted as the Rules of this House until otherwise 
ordered. Ordered, that ane hundred copies of said rules be printed for 
the use of the members of this House. 

A message from the Senate, by er Lyon: Mr Speaker=ithe Senate have ap- 

ointed a committee on their part, consisting of Messrs Me Vay and Pickett, to join 
such committee as h ive been or mèy be appointed on the part of the House of Repie- 
sentatives, to wait on the Governor and inform him that quorams cf the two Houses 
of the General Assembly have assembled, and that the Legislature is ready to re- 
ceive any communication he may think proper to make. 

Mr Barton moved to reconsider the vote taken on the adoption of the 
resolution authorizing the commissioners of the public buildings to con- 
tract for and furnish this House, as soon as practicable, with ten addi- 
tional tables and chairs for the use of this House; which was carried. 
Mr Barton then offered the following amendment: “ With as many addi- 
tional chairs and tables as may be necessary,” which was carried. It was 
then adopted 

Mr Coopwood offered the following resolution; Resolved, That a select 
Committee be appointed to take into consideration the subject of lands 
sold in this State under the credit system, with instructions to report a 
Memorial to the Congress of the United States, asking such relief for the 
laud debtors as to them may seem best calculated to relieve their present 

#distresses. 
Mr Parsons offered the following amendment: “And beit further Res 


solved, that said committee inquire what relief, if any, ought to be requeste’ 
ed of Congress in favor of purchasers of public land, who have paid the ` 


agreed price, and whether a pre-emption ought to be requested in favor of 
actual settlers for any part of the lands they respectively have improved, 
and been cempelled, for want of means, to relinquish.” 

Mr Coopwood moved that the Resolution, together with the amend- 
ment, lie on the table till to-morrow; which was carried. 

On motion of Mr Terry, Resolved, That a committee, to consist cf 
three members, be appointed on the part of this House, to act with- such 
committee as may be appointed on the part of the Senate, to form suc 
joint rules as may be neccssary for the government of the two Houses: 
Whereupon Messrs Walker of Madison, Terry and Perkins, were ap 
pointed said committec. 

Mr Coopwood, from the select committee appointed on the partof mis 
House to act with the commijttee appointed on the part of the Senate, to 
wait on his excellency the Governor, reported that they shave discharged 
that duty, and received for answer, that His Excellency will communicate,

Until we shall be 
able ‘to resort to labdur-saving methods of operation, domestic’ industry in the ordis 
ae na‘y way, should be made to furnish our supplies, as mach as possible. -By this 
. system, especially if aided by more simple aud economical habits of living, we shall 
be enabled the better ta struggle against the current of adversity with which we ‘are 
. threatened Ifa fair priće cannot be,obtained for our staple in a crude state,our only 
e recourse isto manufacture it, and send the surplus to the home and foreign markets. 
if-manufactures are profitable to any ,why may-they not be made profitable to us,

of any portion of the conntry, when they ought to proceed in harmonions and anx- 
iary co-operation; ifit will subject the industry of one part, tothe arbitrary and 
interested arbitrament of anothers if it will exclude ffom a profitable intercourse 
with other conatries, by cammistiag ta the discretion of a monopoly in oar owns if 
it will disturb the harmony of the Union, by alarming the necessary and patriotic 
sentiments of self preservation; if it will wéaken the cosviction that the common 
goverument cannot cease to be equal, just, and paternal; if jt will soon bring the 
exrisem m, or gatherer of direct taxes to every doors if it will lessen, the confidence 
of safety which is felt ander the ægis of the Federal Constitution; if it be the only 
productive of a portion of these’or other evils; or if the bonest apprehension of 
them be such as no force of reasoning can remove, we have a right to expecta 
speedy interposition from the justiee and policy of the government of the United 
States. These subjects furnish abundant materials fora free but temperate memc- 
rial to Congress, and impose a duty which the representatives of the people will not 
be inclined to omit. ft is our privilege to speak out our grievances, and itis the du- 
ty of the General Goverument to hear and redress them. With regard to the prim- 
ciples involved inthe Tariff, both of constitutional Taw and sound policy, we may 
doubtless with safety confide in the ordinary means of redress under the censtitution. 
There cannot be cause to fear that the representative principle will prove insuffi- 
cient ta obtain all just rights in such cases, and a reliance on the moral and political 
justice of the Union, ought not to be easily shaken. An unwise measure, unequal, 
tujust, and unconstitutional, the frailty of man may occasionally suffer to pass; but > 
can such a measure abide the touch of continual scintiny, or can it continue to resist 
the influence of moral and political justice in the hearts of ou: brethren? Surely in 
our past experience, we have had no reason to conclade, that the moral integrity of 
the Union, which in fact constitutes our last and best hope, has become altogether. 
extinguished ; and that unrestrained selfishness, in violation of every principle of 
moral and political honesty, is permitted, or will be permitted to continue to influ- 
ence the measures of government. Although this erroneous impression is far from 
os, and fiom our sister states alike affected. still we claim a dispassionate exposition 
of error, and would submit tem; erate remonstrance when our rights or interests are 
injuriously affected. Ina review ef the course here recommended, we cannot be 
bf ined by our fellow citizens for taking care of ourselves; it cannot be steange that 
we should remonstrate, and seek to repeal a measure which is, as we conceive, inju- 
rions to all, and we cannot but obtain the approbation of all wise and good men, 
when we do all this ia a way vot to disturb the bormony of the Union, or occasion 
mutual distrust ant exccerbatinn inconsistent with the liberal prosecntion of our

should remain, vse other rivers of the State. We ave greatly indebted to the zeal 
and ability of our Representatives, and to the liberal sentiments which actuated the 
Congress of the United States. The work will prove highly interesting to the Union, 
as well as to the people of this State, and of the States adiacent. It remains with 
us to make the most judicious application of it, to accomplish at an early and given 
period its principal obiect, and to economize it with such care as to carry its bene- 
fits to the greatest possible extent. It is most obvious good policy, and is conso- 
vaut with the present improved maxims of political economy, not to suffer aay pubs 
lic fund to perish in its first application, but as muchas possible to operate upon 
its proceeds, and save the principal as a source of perpetual benefit. In the presa 
ent instance if this can be dore,and at the same time comply with all the requisi: 
tions annexed to the gift, incalculable advantages may be secured to the State, ig 
other valuable improvements extensive and general. ` The gift will be enhanced it

tunes revile f Las befor inferior contract under this method, the work would 
be executed in the cheapest and most imperfect: manner, which the vigilance of 
the sapetiniesdint gould oes nits aud itis searcely possible in such cases to be so 
virilant as to defeat the multiform sudterfuges and expedieuts which self interest 
will devise, Should any contract prove confessedly a bad one, importanite applica- 
tin would be made for exaggerated further allowance. The superintendance would 
b: more difi win forthe most perfect contracts admit of difference of ortoion, in 
which the individual contractor would generally gain the advantage of the public 
agent. Time. in some instances, and money.too, night be lost by a refusal to go 
on with a contract. Ñ is unneressary here to be n xe particular, for it is evident 
that this methodis liable to loss of moaey aad of time, being also unfavourable to 
the most perfect execution of the work. 

The second maho] would indeed be fivonrable to the proper accomplishment 
of the work, but uafavourable in point of expense and of time. There would al- 
ways be ancertain'y in procuring hands, aad these who had hands to hire, might 
tak» occasion from the public necessity, to hold back and combine so as to enhance 
the price. Taere would be more d.ti-alty in the management of the hands, as pro- 
p ietors might be anreasonable in their expectation of the treatment which they 
suoald receive, and the quantity of work daily required of them. In our peculiar 
situation the third metho J seems to comine the three essential advantages. Hands 
itis presumed may readily be purchised ata reasonable price, and from time to 
tiie,to the full extent of our disposable means, and sufficient to accomplish the 
work within the time prescribed in the donation. In this way the work would only 
cost the interest on the money invested; the loss sustained on the property by death 
or casutlity, the sabsisience of the hands, and the charges of superintendance.—= 
The work would ve accomplished without any dificalty in its detiils, and with jast 
reference to tts darasility and usefulness. With the effective bands, it might be 
convenient to purchase a suitable number of women. to cook, wash, and perhaps 
perform the fighter parts of the work, and tais would be perfectly consistent with 
the hamanity of porch isiug men with their wives, whenever such opportunities of 
wirchise might ofr. Their working implements and clothing should be purcha- 
sed to the best advantaze, a good ohysician employed to attend them in sickuess, 
wih ample hospital stores, and such means of comfort as the sick might require.— 
A’ suitable places along the canil, the hau ds aight cultivate without mach expense 
or loss of time, the vegrladvles waich would be properto promote their comfort, 
and the preservation of thei: health. Lt anght be so arranged that they could wo-k 
on the canal daring the sickly seasua, af points least exposed to sickness or fatality. 
T i supposed that in this wi’, the work might be accomplished in due time, anda 
lage prop nian of the fund be preserved for future operations, extending their bene, 
efis to every part of the State. “Phis corps of pianeers, organjzed and instrncted 
In Ue operations of the canal, might afterwirds be employed on Rail Reads, Turo- 
pike roads, improving the uavig ition of oor rivers, and opening other canals where 
tae public good might require. The State would have the means ta perpetuate this 
corps, as long as its operations would prove useful to the community. In this mode 
of atsbauding the public resources which have fallen into our hands, it is not visiona- 
_Fy to suppose, that such public goud, exceeding perhaps the present computation 
_ of.any one, Might be ultimately effected; and it cannot but delight the patriot, to 

coutempl ite benefits extending to all, connecting the whole in affection and interest, 
gud improving the cummyn property to produce the greatest amount of common 


n ? 
good. Calculations will be made in m other part of this eommunication, and will 
be seen moie tally in the exhibits whieh will accempany it. Bat beea preper 
place is offered fer general ren.-rks which have en important bearing on this subject. 
Qh will long continue more or less doubiful what sum may be necessary to open ihe 
Tennessee Canal, adapted to the passage cf Steam Boats, and indeed whether the 
entire donation will be competent to effect it, without resorting to expedients to 
make the fundsas effective as possible. ‘This furn shes an aignment in favour of 
the recommerdation which is made. If the fund should prove inadequate, it may 
be much more easy to obtain additional time, than an additional donation. Tt is 
very vucertain, from present indications, what changes a few yeais may preduce 
in the policy of the Government on- subjects of this nature. It will therefore be 
Wise to adopt such a course, as will make the donation at least adequate in its prin- 
ciple object, if it cannot be made to effect more. We are required by the act of 
Cangress to apply the proeeeds of the denation to the objects only for which it was 
made. ‘This will be faithfully done when we resort to suitable expedients to give it 
the greatest possible effect in the accomplishment of those objects alore. We- 
are not required to spend it without contiivance or economy. The donation cone 
templates more objects than one; we fulfil its design when we arrange for the ace} 
complishment of all, if that should happen to be in our power. > i 

The best manner of disposing of the Lands, so as to render available the amount 
of the donation, requires a care ful and deliberate inquiry Jt is desirable te dispose 
of the Lands giving due attention to the public interest, and the peculiar situation of 
our citizens who now reside on them. They were not exempt from the cxtraordina- 
ry mania which led us to place an enormous value on good Lands in this State, and to 
purchase at prices so high, that a period of sober reflection and better experience, 
as well as inabiliity to pay, led to very extensive relingnishment under the homane 
acts of Congress which were passed for our relief. They had expectation ot further 
relief from the General Government in the repurchase of their land, and now whenthat 
relief can be no longer contemplated, they are entitled to a measure of justice aud 
generosity fiom the Stau—hi is wrong therefore to say that the land should be m ‘de 
to bring as much as it can. {t is sufficient that it Le made to bring a fair and equita- 
ble price assesed upon its. real & intrinsic value. ‘The quantity of relinquished land, 
in the six counties enumerated in the act of Corgress, is 497.219 acres. Out of this 
quantity we ere entitled to 400,CCO acres. Congress has not reserved to the Gov- 
erument the right of designation, nor provided expressly by whem it should be made, 
but has permitted us to take in those counties 460.000 acres, if there be so much in 
them, and it not, ‘he balance we are authorised to teke in Jackson county Had we 
had occasion to go to Jackson county, we should evidently have had the right of see 
lection there. Ifthe quantity in the six counties had been precisely 400,000 acies, we 
should have been obliged to have tahen the whole of it, in satisfaction of the donation 
given, and there would have been no room for selection. 

Bus as the quantity is 497,219 acres, and as 400,000 acres of them have been 
given to us, without any restriction, and withont reservation of right on the part of 
the Guvernment to declare what particular part shall constitute the donation given to 
us, itis a matter of necessary and inevitable implication, that we have the sight to 
make the selection ourselves, confiuing it within the bounds prescribed by the aer 
We have an undeniable right to receive the gift, precisely oo the terms on which it 
was given. So much for the legal constuction of the Act of Congress. Plans fur 
the disposal of this land, and the application of the proceeds, will probably be sube 
mitted, more judicious than any I may have been able to devise; but I regard it my 
putiic duty to submit something on this subject to the consideration of the Geurial 
Assembly. q would therefore recommend, that commissioners be appointed to se- 
lect the quantity of land to which we are eutitled, and atthe time of the selection to 
assess its fair and equitable value. That the land shall be brevght into market as 
soon as the prope arrangements can be made, at the assessed price as the minimum 
for whieh it shall be sold. —That the actual settler, or rightful occupant shall be ene 
titled to a preference, at the assessed value, in the purchase ofa quantity sufficient to 
make him a reasonable settlement, comprising his improvements as much as possii:le, 
Say not exceeding S29 acres, and his preterence to avail him oo tarber, ‘Phat one 
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fuarth of the purchase money shall be required to be paid down, and the balance in 
eight equal annual instalmeuts, each instalment beariug an Interest of six per centum 
per annom, from the day of the sale. Phat suitable provision be made to secure 
punctuality in payment, and chat the. purchaser shall have the option to pay the whole 
or any part not dee, at aay time he may fied itconsenient. Should the outlines of 
this plan meet your approbation, your wistlom will devise all the necessary details, 
Uf it be thought objectionable that a prefereice shouid be given to any one, let it be 
recollected that itis at the assessed value, and only to such a quaniity as will secare 
to him a home, where he may tung have exerted his labor, and from which he wouid 
be oowillingto remove, and from which indeed, if be gives the value, the humanity 
of the State ought not to permit him.to be removed, Can the State devie mne 
from any citizen in the purchase of his home, than its real value est'mated by com- 
missioners acting under every solemuty? Bat after baving purchased lis home, if 
any one should choose to accumulate an estate in land, let him come freely iate the 
market with others, atthe assessed price as a minimam; for all farthes purchase is 
matter of specalation, aud may be lefi to the eempetition of a publie sale. All that 
is not taken ap under the preference, may freely come mto market at publie avttion, 
And here [beg leave to observe, that as the lands must be selected, there wi'l be no 
iaconvenience in the assessmeut of their value and such av assessment wall be tar 
preferable to an arbitrary minimom by classification. The parehas may be con- 
tent to give the assessed price,as th- money which he pays will be applied to render 
his purchase marevaldable, But the most difivalt part of this subject semains to be 
considered, E mean the best and must economical application ofthe money to accom- 
plish the objects to which itis devoted. L beg leave to submit the result of au anx- 
ious and matme deliberation, which boweser may prove to be errireous, but the 
fallacy of which F have not been able to detect. I consider it probable that the 400,- 
000 acres will sell at an average of five dollars per ace, and willrealize the amount 
oftwo millions of doilors. It is impossibie to be accurate, but I give my views of 
the application of the fond on the’ above data, aud it cannot be material to the prin- 
ciple whether the sum be greater or less, Fhe plan itselftoo may admit of suitable 
modifications, ifthe principle of it should be approved. Tsappese at the first sale, 
we might receive 500,000 dolls. as the fourth ofthe purchase money required to be 
paid dowa. Ofthissum, $225,000 might be laid ont in the purchase of 500 able 
bodied slaves to workon the canal. Fifiy thousand dollars should be retained in 
haud, for the purchase of working implements, aud to defray the charges of subsis- 
tence aud superintendance. The remaining sum of $225,000 might be vested in the 
esiablishment of au Office of Discount and Deposit of the State Bank, to be located 
at some convenient point in the Tennessee Valley. This institution might be maae 
to operate on the safest and most secure principles of Banking The notes for the 
eight annual instalmeuts might be deposited in this office and there made payable. 
The money retained in hand might be deposited there for the payment of demands 
against the canal.—Ii will be necessary in any event to create an agency for the re- 
gistry of the lands, and the preservation of the money and nates, all which might be- 
conveniently transacted at the office. At the commencement of-the second year, the 
profits of the office at 8 per ceat. would be $1.800, and the interest on the first anona! 
instalment would be $11.250, making an aggregate of $29,250, equal to the current 
expenses ofthe second year. Of the principal of the first annual instalment, sey 
$ 187,500, there might be vested as capital of the office $57,500, which would make 
its capital for the secoud year, three hundred and twelve thousand five hundsed dol- 
Jars, and the balance of 100,000 dollars, might be applied to the purchase of 250 
slaves. At the end ef the second year the profits of the «fice would be $25,000, 
and the interest of the secoud annual instalment would be 22,500, making an aggre- 
gate of $47,500, «qual to the current expences of the third year. Of the principal 
of the 2d annual instalment there might be vested $877500, as capital of the office, 
wich would make its capital for the 31d year $400,000, and the balance of $100.C00 
iu the purchase of 250 slaves. At the end of the 31d year the profits of the office 
wouid be $32,000, the interest of the third annual instalment of 33,750, making an 
aggregate of $65,000, «qual to the expenses of the fomth year. ‘“bhe principal of 
she third annual instalment might be entirely vested in the purchase of 400 slaves, 
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and the increase of the capital of the effice discontinued. At the end of the fourth 
year, the profits of the office would be $32,000 and thy merest on the fourth annual 
instalment would be $45,000, muking an‘aggregate of $77.000, equal to the current 
expenses of the 5th year. The principal of the fomih annual instalment might be 
vested inthe purchase of 460 slaves. At the end of the fifth year the profits of 
the: flive would be $32,000, the interest on the fifth annual iustalment would be $56,- 
250, making an aggregate of $86,250 equal to the current expenses of the sixth year. 
The principal of the 5th annual instalment might be laid ovt in the purchase of 460 
additional slaves. This calculation will be seen folly carried out in exhibit maiked A. 
fom which it will appear, that at the end of the 8th year, the Jaboring force on the 
Canal might be npwards of 3,300 hands, ang the principal of the eighth ani.ual instale 
ment of $187,500 remaining still in band for the purchase of more, or avy other apa 
plication. Ti willbe seen from extuba marked. [B] that the annual profit of the 
office, and the interest on the iustalmeuts will be sefficient for the current anneal ex- 
penditures. E have heretofore.mentioned. that this calculation was mainly, intended 
to mauifest and develope the principles of the operation, ‘The sum received at the 
Ast sale may not exceed 3-4 or perhaps 1-2 of $500,000, and the result will only juse 
tify a proportionate amount of effect; still very goed provisions would seem to be made 
for the accomplishment of the Canal, and every succeeding year, by tutther sales, 
would make the actual state of the business approximate more nearly to the hypo- 
thetical calculation. The evident design of this scheme is to eusure the accamyilish- 
ment of the objects ofthe donation by the mode of applying it aud to save as much 
as possible the principal of the donation itself, that it might be afterwards applied to 
the performance of other objects, of deep and lasting interests to the community ia 
every pait of the State. It seems to be susceptible of easy and faithful execution, 
and for any thing that can now be apprehended, the result promises to be inevitable, 
Avis difficult to ascertain what quantity of such work a given number of hands may 
be «ble tò perform in a given time; if however we should be urged by the time pre- 
scribed in the donation, oiher resources of the State devoted to similar objects, might 
be made to affurd temporary aid to this fund. which would soon again be ina cordis 
Hon to reimburse it. No doubt if we should desire it, additional ime would readily 
be given, when there could be no apprehension of the full and final completion of the 
work. It is but just to remark, that there will be labor on the canal which the cidi- 
nary hands wall not be able to perform, although it will be an easy matter to procure 
niany mechanics among them, aud that boises, carts, and Jabor savirg fixiwes, will 
occasion additional charges. This cannot substantially affect the calculation, for as 
much as will be taken fiom itin money for these pujpeses, will in effect be added to 
it in the execution of the work. Tris highly desirable that the work skould be pere 
formed in a shot time; thescheme proposed is conceived to be favorable to this ob- 
ject, while it ensuces its completion by the furd devoted to it, and the completion of 
ether works which might render it doubly valuable. If this fund can be economized 
and preserved, and made to operate in conjunctipn with ow other means, we ma 
have the gratification at no very remote period. of sceing all the tivers of the State 
"improved, and the markets of. Mobile and New-Osleans alike opened to tke fertile 
and extensive Valley of the ‘Teoressee River. Even aloug-the route of the canal, 
rail roads, or turnpike roads, and Means of.casy ccebmonication with it, would prove 
of essential advantage, and extend its benefits ina more equable manner.—Sheuld 
the Gereral Assembly not thirk it expedient to vest any portion of the money in an 
office of Discount and Deposit, I would beg leave to recommend the purchase of 
hands with the money, as it will be from time to time received, reserving only a suf- 
fivient sum to meet the current expenses. This mode although not productive of 
equal economy and convenience, will still accomp lish the work, and eventuate in a 
geat saving of the principal fund. The letting out of the work in sections will en- 
tieiy consume the capital so far as those contracts are made. ‘The hiring of hands 
Will be equally destructive of the capital, and leave it uncertain whether the fund 
will prove sufficient. The deficiency of the fund would involve us in new and trou- 
blesome ancertainties. ft may be hard to obtain, what by proper economy we may 
avoid the necessity of seeking. This sntject is sı bmitted to your wisdom and patri- 
otism, with a confidence entire and unlimited, and with a solicitude which it would 
be culpable not to teel.

This cause will probably be determined at the next Session of the court. Messrs, 
Bagby and Salle, were employed as counsel assistant to the Solicitor. F submit to 
the liberality of the General Assembly, whether the services of the Solicitor do not 
entitle him in this case, to special remuneration independent of the salary attached 
to his office. : : - 

Tn the case of the State, against the corporation, styled “the St. Stephens’ Steam 
Boat Company,” I employed the Honorable Enoch Parsous as counsel assistant to 
the Attorney General, before the Supreme Court. The decision was against the 
cerperation, and it has ceased, I believe, to exercise or claim any Banking privileges. 
J have aot before me the report of the Attorney General, or of the assistant counsel. 
— When they are received, they wiil be immediately laid before you. Ihave the 
pleasure to anncunce to you that the buildings of the University of Alabama have 
been commenced. The board of Trustees, in March last, selected the site of the 
Institution, on a quarter section.of University land, adjacent to, and eastward of the 
town of Tuscaloosa. The contracts for a postion of the buildings, have been mace 
on very favorable terms. Materials of an exccllent discription aie found in great 
abundance convenient to the site of the Instituticn. All the auspices under which 
this most interesting Seminary commences, seem to be very propitious. ` Let us in- 
dulge the hi pe, and let all proper measures te tahen to teabze it, that the light which 
H will diffuse, will contribute to the glory and security of the people by w pi itis 
cherished, and to whose general beve fit, all its arrargen-evts will be directed. 

The loan of $100,000, authorized to be cbtained for the State has not been nego- 
tiated. An extraordinary pressure jn the money market, fiom causes known to the 
public, and fully developed in the reports of the agents, has prevented the negotiation. 
In a lew days, when the reports, in part recently received, have been more fully pre- 
pared, they will be speedily submited to yeu. Notices Lave been given to this De- 
partment, that the elections of Sheriffs. in the counties of Morroe, Autauga and Mae 
Jengo, would be contested. In the county of Monroe, the candidate having the highs 
est number of votes, under peculiar circumstances, which will be submitted to you 
if the contest is continued, received a cc mmission, tesei ving the question still for your 
consideration, should the party incline to make i before you.—In the county of Aas 
tauga, the Coroner acts as Sheriff, until it is determined to whem the commission 
ought of right to issue, or whether a new election shall take place. In the county of 
Marengo, the Coroner being one of the two highest candidates, a special appoint 
ment was made to continue until your Elon. bedy might decide spon the election. 
It seems that no special provision is made for the trial and decision of such contro- 
versies. As it would be doing great violence to suppose that no means were provi- 
ded, and no power competent to guard the purity of the elections of Sheriffs, o1 10 
obviate the consequences of misconduct or corruption in the management of them, F 
was led to look for the remedy in the plenary powers of the General Assembly. H 
the General Assembly is vested with power to decide, of which I could not doubt. it 
became necessary to provide for the public service, until the decision should be made. 
The temporary appointment was given, relying more on necessity than any express 
provision of law for its validity and justification. Perhaps the necessity may net ren- 
der it valid, and I beg ‘eave to invile your attention, atan early period. to this sube 
ject, that the public service may be provided for as you in your wisdom may diect, 
J cannot close this communication withont the expression ofa devout and fervant 
wish, that your deliberatious may be conducted with wisdom and harmony, thatthe 
measures, which you may adopt, may prose a source of consolatory reflection te 
yourselves, and meet the fullest approbation of your country.

A message was received from'the Governor, by James I. Thornton, 
which is as follows: 
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EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, November 28, 1828. 
The Hon Speaker and Members of the House of Representntives. 


Gendemen: P have tae honor to transait tne documents enclosed for your consis 
deration The Trustees of the University of Alabama now hold upwards of six- 
teen hundred dollars of the bills of the Pombeckbe Bank, which were received by 
their several aegnts before it was know to them that the bank had ceased to pay spee 
civ for its notes. Phe president was required by a resolution of the board of Trus- 
tees, to make application to the bank for the redemption’ of this amount, by funds 
which would be available, as they were about to commence the . buildings of the In- 
stitution, and might soou be in argent veed of the money. A letter was accordingly 
addressed to the Presidant ofthe Bink, on the Ist of October last, in answer to 
which,the eaclosed letter, making a propsition of settlement with the board’ of Trus- 
tees, has been received. ‘The board would be willing to close with the proposition 
which is made to them, ifthe state shoald think proper to acknowledge the demand 
of the bank,and to make an appropriation for its payment, There is also ofthe notes 
of the Tembeckbe bank, upwards of nine handred dollars in the Treasury of the 
State. Jt will ve preceived, that the proposition also provides for the payment of 
redemption of this sum. ‘The loan alluded to, and apon which the demand of t he 
bank arises, was made to sustain the credit of Treasury notes which the state had 
accasion to issue. As the state had demands against the. bauk for its annual taxation 
of several years, it was supposed that these demands would settle up for the loan,and 
the amount of the note uegocjated by the state, with the exception of $1, 000 which 
was drawn out and deposited in the state Treasury, continued to remain in the bank. 
All the suits ta coerce the bank to pay its taxes have failed. The expectation there- 
fore to settle with it, in the way above mentioned, has failed also, The demand of 
the bank seems to be predicated on the sum of $1,000 which was drawn out, as 
already mentioned, and the interest on the entire juan, up ta the present, or some 
recent period, which is not precisely stated. Tam informed that ‘there was an 
agreement entered into between the executive and the bank ia the negotiation of ihe 
loan, bat do sot Know that it contains any stipulation with which the bank has nat 
hmplied, or which would prove of any advantage to thie state ta its settlement with

Gentlemen—The commissioners, authorized by the act of the last session, to ob» 
tain for the siate a loan of $100,000, employed Dr Thomas “Casey and the Hon 
David Hubbard, or either of them, as agents on their part to negotiate the loan. Dr 
Casey set out for the northern cities, as soon as he could make the necessary arrange- 
ments, and finding it impossible at the period of his arrival to effect tie loan, on ac 
count of the peculiar pressure in the money market, which various circumstances 
had combined to produce, he thought it his duty to consult the interests of the state 
by his return, when there was no immediate prospect of effecting the object of his 
agency. ‘The Hon David Hubbard who had contemplated, at the time of his being 
appointed an agent, to visit the northern cities, in the spring or early part of the 
summer, was forced by circumstances to decline his intention, and gave early notice 
to the commissioners, upon which John J. Crocherov, Esq. of, Cahawba, Was ape 
pointed agent, and attended to the subsequent part of the negotiation. The doca. 
ments herewith transmitted will do honor to the zeal, the ability, and liberal public 
spirit of the agents. Mr Crocheron declines to make any charge for his 
zalous and repeated effosts, and Dr Casey only asks indemnity for the time which 
was actually speut in the exclusive business of endeavoring to obtain the loan. [am 
unable to make with confidence, at the present moment, any particular recommenda. 
tion on the subject of the proposed loan, but the course which ought to be pursued 
will be dictated by circumstances, It is probable that we can obtain the loan with 
great facility, if weshould continue to seek it; but if the causes which eee us to 
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Authorize it have nassed away, or if other expedients may be rendered equally piec: 
tnak, it would be consistent with the dignity ofa prosperous and ‘thiving state to res 
tire, at present, from a market in which we lately applied for accammuadation with- 
out success.

H any of these officers neglect their duty, 
the return must be incomplete and unsatisiactory. We are dosing annually.a 
considerable amount of arms trom the General Government, becanse the public arms 
are distributed according to the militia returns of fhe several-St ites, and out returns 
arv abways greatly below the actual strength of the militia. Nothing can place this 
m itter ina stonger light than the fact, that the return of 1822.07 of 1823, is the | 
largest return that has ever bean made to the Gedetal Government from this State 
and upos which our quota: Farms has beep received. It was notorious ta the orde 
nance department, that onr strength could not be decreasing, and the largest return 
wasin justice resorted to, to apportion aur quota. -The returns are every year 
more incomplete, thréatening a general inattention to making-any return atall I 
beg lea e theiefore to recommend that bigh peualries be imposed upon all offirers 
for neglect of duty cocnerned ia meking their returns, and that it be made the duty 
of pubhe and responsible officers to enforce them. Phrough the legaf agency of 
the Solicitors of the several circuits, the Adjutant General of the State might eue 
force the penalties against theAdjutant General of Division, the Majors Genet al 
avainst the assistant Adjutants General, andthe Brigadiers against the Adjutants, 
of Regiments. A proper responsibiliyy should thus be carried down through every 
grade ufatiice, Ifthe Majors Gereral, or the Brigadiers, or the Adjutant General of 
the State, -should neglect or refuse to perform thei dutyin this respect, if should 
be made the duty of the commander in chief to enforee the penalties imposed on 
them. This system may appear to be more formidable in the recommendation 
than it will be found to be in practice.

Doabts have arisen whether men are required by law to carry arms while attending | 
masters, and the fiw ought to be so explained as to make it clearly their duly to do 
so. Without arms it is conceived impossible that any one shold be animated by the 
uue spirit ofa soldier, or feel any desire or emulation toacquire military knowledge, 
so little called for by his appearance aud condition. ‘To! attend to military duties, un- 
der such circumstances involves incongruity, which excites ridicule. His arms have 
ever been the pride of the soldier, and without them be can neither acquire or wish 
to acquire the exact disciptine which ovght to distinguish bim. This single enor 
would be fatal to the discipiine of the militia. Subaltern officers are now exempt 
from a battalion and riginental drills, previous to battalion and regimental resjews. 

fie exemption d feats the object of the necessary drills—The commissioned 
officers are not sufficiently numeraus to form a body large enough to learn avy thing, 
even of company drills. [ris also equally necessary that non-commissioned ¢ flicers 
should be instructed as almost any others. They should therefore bè required to at- 
tend the drills, which are designed to impart knowledge absolutely necessary to all 
the officers. The amfora of an officer is frequently a matter of bordenseme ex- 
pense, and atthe Same time without uniform he cannot assume the appearance oF 
support the diguity of his station. The officers hereafter elected might be required in a 
given time lo uniform themselves, ina plain, neat and cheap manner with she domestic 
winufactures of the State, made and turned up, in suitable military mode. The 
v-dorm oaght to be prescribed by law, and all should be made to canforn to it, oF 
Sach only as might chooze that kind of uniform in preference to the ayiferm now re- 
gared by law.” Every officer should be required to procure the arms necessary for 
an olfiver of-lris grades and suitable penalties should be imposed atid enforced for any 
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neglect or refusal. Murh trouble arises from giving notices ia cases of delingnenc? 
at company nusters, and frequent exenses are made that the notices were Hot served, 
or not served in some tespect, according to law! To obviate this inconvenience, 
and to lessen the burdens of“military ser vice in this respect, it might be exoeslient te

‘cessary to give a perfect command to sneh corps, and recommend the subject to the 
consideration of the General Assembly. It isavith great reluctance that I offer 
these recommendations; when your time is so much occupied inthe discussion and 
adjustment of other public chjects of greater, or atleast more immediate importance.

Ta admit this posi iun would de to reverse the 
judgments of «JI civilized naticas, from the first discovery of America. 

No nalion has ever conceded to them. such right of soil and sovereignty as to exclude 
the claims of civihz d man. The first setiements 10 the U. States, and all subsequent 
ex ensians of sovereignty, have been pred cated uvon the principle that the Tadians hiva’ 
bely a usufruc'uary inter st in the soi!, and that thistinterestis <ub-ervient to the hi her 
righ:s.o; civ] society. The decision of the Senate just alluded to is predicated uron

“peri usly feqiue. This project. so ben: vo.ent in itself. and so congema' to the intere-ts 
of the states in which the Indiaus reside, owes it~ first suggestion to the good sense and 
borama o! Mr Mouroe, whre Presdento the Uuited States. It has ever s nce been 
the settled olicy +f the goverumen',and has received f.um one extreme end of twe union 
to the other, the most u qualfird appr -val. 

The committee, in determimiog that the state have the right to extend its jurisdiction 
ever its entire huts. are amply sustain: d both hy guthority and precedent. 

Senator Benton, the abl« advocate ofthe interests of the new state-, ina report to the 
Senate dunng the last session of congress insisted that the stales baving Indian tribés 
within their limits, would be necessarily compelied to exercise their acknowledged sove- 
reign power in extendit f jurisd-ction over them, in oder to’ effect their removal* and 
that their existence. as a se; arate goverument within the hits of a state, was iecompa- 
tihle witherery idea of state sovereignty. In addition to the frequent assertions. by 
southern members of this right. on the floor of congress, the entire delegations o` those 
stat s, having Indian tribese within their limus, met together for the pui pose of confer- 
sring on the best means of getting rid of so great a» incumbrince. The question nas 
referred to a sub-committee, consirting of messis McKinley Cobb and Reed, who epore 
ted at leng h in favour of the constitutio:.ality acd expediency of extending juri-dict: n 
over ihem as the best means of effecting their removal. The commitiee regret thet it” 
is not în their power to procure this report, inasmuch as it adduces many instances: of 
the exerc.se of power, and some instances of judicial decisions sustaining such power — 
The same privciple has been ably advocated by Governors Troup and Forsyth, 16 tueir 
messages to the Legislature of Georgia.
